Orrin & Rexford Was In Stiff 
Flghtim 

MEMBER OF ARTS 15 

Wmt Overtwas In 1915 With 
■ Princess Fats— Twice. 
Wounded 

The folfowing letter haa been re- 
ceived from Orrin B. Rezferd, Arts 
'15, who has been overseas since 
1915. In writing particuUrljr of the 
ftglitlns around Amiens, Lieut. Rex- 
ford saya: 

August 28, 1918. 
"It Is just a month ago today that 
I left the gas school at Humberootirt, 
a few miles northeast of Ooullens, to 
rejoin the Battalion. I found them 
at Dalnrllle, near Arras. Big things 
j -were In the air. Several wamlnRs 
from Corps were .circulated, telling all 
I to keep their mouths shut; give no 
' Information, not to talk about mores. 
' That was a sure sign of eomethlng 
(loin!;. Dut unlike other times of go- 
' InR over the top, there was no Infor 
I mation abroad as to what was hap- 
'pening. As I went up to Join the 
I Battalion last October I heard from 
u woman in H. the day and the hour 
our Battalion was going over the top, 
That was four days before the at- 
tack came off. You can imagine the 
posvibUlties for harm In that This 
time there was nothing of the sort 
There was no certain sign of an of- 
fensive even. True, we got straw- 
berry jam issued regularly, a sure siSB 
of going over tlie top, but that was 
all. On the thirteenth the Battalion 
carried out a 28-kilometre roiite 
march in wonderful stylo. Only three 
men dropped out. It was a hot day, 
too. The mareb was stralgEt back 
to near Doullens, but no one knew 
whether we would go north or south 
from there. The secrecy was most 
satisfactory. At midnight that night 
we got orders to be entrained by > 
a.m. next morning.* We were going 
south. We went down through the

'Amlaap. We marched up to Dury, 
arhata we gat the worst billets Imag- 
InaMe. Tou aeo the French had giv- 
en word tor tha Third Divlalon (Ca» 
nadiaaa) to cone down and take orer 
mpoeting us to take 5 days. We 
made the trip in two and were three 
flaya ahead of time. 

ElTOB here we got no information 
mt tha attack. We moved aeveral 
^mes up to Bt. Fu8clen, back to HetM- 
icoort and up to St P>ucien once 
-ynore, occupying Ave days that way. 
(Wo had a houaa at St B\iacien as our 
Jio. 3 Co. HoiS, with orerythlag aa 
Ithe people left it There were lots 
of beds and w« aaoagad to rmke up 
fblankets and rfieete. I even manag- 
lBd to find a ni^tdress (feminine), 
mfaieh took tho place of pyjamas. We 
jdldaft haro enr ktU then. On the 
llth we get lotonnatloo. We were 
jgolag over the top. It was to be a 
l>lg ahow with tanks, cavalry and any 
amount of axtiUory. The final ar- 
^aactag waa done. A certain nam- 
/bar of oMcers aad nea were to be 
ilett oot It was hard to got any one 

to atay out 

On the night of the 6th we moved 
up into OeotUlea Wood. . The Jour» 
ibey op was aJmoat indeacrlbable. The 
•tbotr that waa coming off was the 
iblggest one ever put on by us and 
-at the same time wae put on at the 
^borteet notice. The traffic wae ter- 
-rme. 'Vuûa, Uc gmia. attiaaaiUon. 
motor lorrloe, mpply tndaa-all in 
one lonir line atretehing tor mOea. If 
one thing broke down It blocked 
miles of traffic until tt was toaaed 
into the dttcfa. All movesncKt waa 
made St night as the attack was 
plaanod aa a soi^dM. In tho day 



time all was quiet and tho oaly siaa 
of the night's àctfrity waa the odd 
lorry diteheii ' here Mii thère along 
the road. It took our company f«ir 
houra to do four railea that night. Our 
traaspmt took 'eight to go the aaon 
distance. 

The next morning the sun came up 
to look on a scene all quiet oace 
mp]-e. This waa the 7th and thora 
was no egtra moviamant, aoithing im- 
usual. But If a Fritzie plane had 
come over and had a look under the 
trees and bushes of Gentillea Wood 
he would have aeen the wholo Caaa- 
diaa eorpa. a brigade, of taaka, aad 
any amount ot artillery, very careful- 
ly concealed. Had . he. strafed the 
wood that day our cuualtiea would 
have been heavy, but he doean't seam 
to h»v« knows aaything of witat we 
were up to. All this, planning waa 
a woaderfnl place of work. For ia« 
stance, the 3rd Divisional Artillery 
wae all limbered up, ready to go 
right ahead with the Infantry without 
firing a shot tint For the tint 
three daya ot offensive they did not 
fire. Our artillery, which was most- 
ly silent, UU zero hour, had six bat- 
teries firing on every one of Frltzle'a 
bealdea those working on the barrage, 
Do yon wonder, that we were aager to 
jump off and aat gotnc? 

At 10 p.m. on tho 7th we left the 
Wood to get into our Jumptng-oft 
trench. Ours was at the top of tlw 
Mil above Domart We reached there 
without mi8hap. Tht men piled straw 
into the trench and went to sleep. It 
was a glorious night — not a cloud in 
tho aky. Everything waa .sUll ex- 
cept tor the eonlinneas -raaible ot 
taaka going forwaid tato poaitSon. 
How the enemy did not liear them Is 
quite be7ond me. He strafed a bit 
on our left but the last two hour* 
were abaolntdy ^tdet- ' About foor 
o'clock we lasued rgm to tako tiis 
ohm oot of the asMtla beosa- It wad 



officers and men. One of our offi- 
cers walked up to tha oatranea of the 
dug-out and found when ha got thara 
be was covered by a loaded machine- 
Thoy didn't use it though. I 
gueaa tbgy knew there wouldn't be 
priaaaara taken had ihey need it 
There were beaucoup àottT«alra there, 
but I dida't gat any. 

It waa Just at this time that the 
Boche artillery ceaaod practically al- 
together. AU that wa had not e^ptar- 
ed was going to the rear aa fart as 
they ewild get there. By nine o'ck>ck 
twe had penetrated through to the 
grain fields behind the line, end were 
no longer troubled by hostile arUI< 
lery. It' was almost imbelievab|«. ' 

We took up positlott cloaa by hiU 
102, aad went to aleep. Later on I 
went up on top of the hill, where one 
oould see in aU directions. Over on 
the right one could see ambulanoss 
and motor lorriea aad guns moving 
on the road that early that montng 
waa Bochland. Farther forward our 
troops were moving up in artillery- 
fonnaUoa and aUnniahing order. Over 
on the Ifft la tha valley wore thou- 
■anda of cavalry, whi<fli were break- 
ing up Into squadrons and moving 
forward to woi* through gaps in the 
linos. It waa a wonderful panor- 
ama ot a modern battlefield. Th* 
tanks, too, ware coming and foinf. 
The wonderful little whlppeU that 
can go 16 miles an hour, and the 
slower, clumsier ordinary taaka. It 
was great to wateh tham all. 

That nii3>t ww wera about tfaraa 
miles behind the line. We moved 
over Into Valley Wood, which lies on 
the main road, and spent the night 
there. The next morning we march- 
ed up a Mt hot w«ro still behind tha 
line that night We were then close 
to ArvtUers, which had given the 
French a bit of trouble. We apenl 
two nighU there, as an Imperial Di- 
vision was sent thnwgh ne to the at- 
tack. 

The flrst morning there I watched 
the French jump off to the attaek. It 
aeemed strange to ataad there and 
watdi them wMle they atladked only 
a tew huàdrad yu^^ty. The at- 
*w«d itry •'Smma. ' ' I ' went 




cling movement which went vtry well. 
Tha Bodie eauatar-attacked ia tha 
memiac of the 13th, aad two ef our 
platooBs had to fight thair way back 
through a battalloa ot Baches. "Thay 
dida't loae even a wouaded prisoaeri 
That la oae ot tho flaaat explolU I 
have heard ot. 

Tho tourteenth was the day I w^ 
hit We atarted oft to take a eartaia 
trench merely as a sUrting place tor 
an attack on the village next day. We 
Jumped eft at CIS a,»., and had all 
that flaea aai aat patrola la tha Til 
lage by T a.m. "IPhen we got erdars 
to take the village. The vlllaga came 
fairly eaaUy. We got a tew prlaoa' 
era. I waat thfoûgh the village with 
ny »UtMB la support to 3 Compaay. 
At' the' other aide of the village I 
found 4 Company In front of me aad 
got my platma hito the Una la a gap 
en thair left. That waa Juat" attar 
tea. It was whlje gaUlng furrowed 
In this poaltioe that Mr. Fritz put a 
hole In me. Crawllag was the only 
thing to do, aa tiie ground was like 
Fletcher's Field. A couple of my pla 
toon drafsed my wounda and I crawl 
ed back to a bit of a dug-out and 
rested for a while. In a riwrt time 
there waa a shout from above that the 
Bocha ware on top of ua. Little Wil 
lie wasn't figuring oa. tile winter in 
Oarmaay aad so .1 atariad ou^ It 
took a loag time to get to the bat- 
talion niaaalng aUtton. Of coarao. I 
had left avaiTthtag behind— binoeu- 
lan. eampasa, revelvor aad.qaita a 
let of tatsraaUag: sotncalrs ia my 
haveraack. 1 aapfMO aene Beche ia 
carrying tham ahont now. 

I want out en a stretcher to t* 
quasaoy while Frits triad to see how 
eloaa he oeaUl eena to aa w^lth 6.9'8 
without hitting me. . . J*ora there I 
went m the affllmlanoe to the 4Snd 
C.C.S., near Amleos. wtere I was op- 
erated oa aad sUywi the night The 
asoct day oa Mneaaa Chrlstian'a hoa- 
^ftal train 'I got to Boosk anlvtag 
tterefh the eariy momtng of the 
sixteenth.

Tha tollowiag iaterestlng lettor haa 
raceatly bacn received tram mn R. V. 
C. lie graduate, who la reaidiag in 
Knglaad. It graphically describes 
war condltioaa over there, and wUl 
aa doaht tatareat many ot our read- 
era: 

Otttttey, April Bth. 
The P— 'a, with whom I am 
atopptng here, arc frlenda of M.'s. The 
family consists of mother and daugh« 
tor, two maids, a garden girl aad an 
ancient pony. Mrs. S— P— is a nov- 
eliat ef aome standing, and hob-nobs 
with many ot the big-wigs of the lit- 
erary world. When aha offered last 
year to orgauite girla for work on 
tho laad tho neighboring fermera were 
ecomtul. She, however, was not un- 
familiar with the mentality of the 
Britlah farmer and persevered. She 
not oaly organized the girls of the 
couatryaida but planned with the Gov- 
emment to place college girls for the 
Easter and summer vacations. She 
obtained full particulars as to the 
Qovenuneat's regulation of wages, 
coat of MlleUng, etc., and arranged 
that the glrla should be billeted with 
cottagers near-by, and planned to take 
aoBM of them herself. She even ad- 
vortiHd— in the orthodox way in the 
Monlng Foat— tor Uie loan ot bicycles 
for the girls' use.

M the afteraooB J aad the two 

awMa were due to work on a farm. I 
waat aloag, ,hopiag that I might be 
allaared to help. We. took lunch, 
which we ate alttiag by tha aide of 
the road. Fortunately, before, we 
begaa work, as I discovered that our 
doty waa to apread manure on a 
ploughed ael4 I guped at the 
thouglit, b«t it would aevar do tor 
Canada to draw back. ladeed, I felt 
the deepest admiration for women who 
could dlgaity this moat revolting taak 
nrlaa tor Bnglaad. There 
ware ether alrls and two men-^e 
a aoMlar— working in aaother part A 
the aeld, and I oould not fall to no- 
tice that the men reetad on i'.elr 
pitehlarks much ottener than my 
compaaloas. The pay la Hf. a pile, 
aad the girls ''apread d>out eight pUes 
ia an hour.* I was eoft, and was 
played out in a very ehort time, but 
I shall sheer with pride, when I get 
hone, mr eaisdaga ot that afternoon— 
a thr* peaar Mt 

Margate. Kent Jnly 25. 
The guns over in Belgiu^^are thun- 
dering. One feels a vague uneasl- 
nesa, net kaowing what may be hap- 
peniag. 

Suaday morning I awoke at sunrise 
with the wavea breaking on the beach, 
gnddenly Uie song of a akylark came 
to me. As be rose in the air his 
voice grew taint and tklnter: then 
clear and strong again, aa he camo 
to earth.

By 
the evening -of Aug. 19, however, tho 
Serbian triumph was complete, and 
the Austriaaa were hurriedly retreat 
tng \m theiv own tarritory, a broken 
panic-stricken rabble. 

Several features of the "Battle of 
the Yadar," as this engagement is 
called, ara worthy of notice.

man forces in Tkrace. Th9 Auatrtaa 
Go\'emtnent knew that the mlHtary 
itervention of Bulgaria waa merely 
a matter of time and op|^rtunltjr, and 
they therefore regarted Ika tavMaa 
Army, net only aa the ttaiana wapait 
which blocked their pwareaa ta tke 
Golden Horn, but as the slender 
thread upon which hung the ehancoa 
of forcing the straits. 

This was, indeed, .. very correct ap- 
preciation ot the military altoatiea. 
Unfortunately, it does not appear to 
have made a very pressing appeal to 
the Allies, for whereas a recognition 
of ita potentiallUes wo«M k%ve led to 
the strengthening ot tke- ferMaa 
Army by every means in tkeir power, 
the fact is that, while the Serbs were 
daily dispensing a very moderate 
amount ot shell in their efforta to 
preserve, tke inrielabllity mt their 
frontiers, they failed to nuke good 
the deficiency In ammunition tbne 
created. So marked did the Serbian 
shortage become that, toward the end 
of six weeks of siege warfare — dur- 
ing which almost the entire Serbian 
force remained day and nlgkt la the 
trenches— tho proportion of shaU ex- 
penditure by Austriaas aad Serblaas 
was 10 to one. 

Not even the proved heroiam of tke 
Serbian soldier could forever realst 
the ovcrpoworing Buprcaacy in 
weight of metal possessed by the en- 
emy, and about mid-November a re- 
tirement was ordered trota the level 
of tho river valley to tke footklUs 
of. a. nearby mountain range. In Ita 
first' conception, the retreat waa an 
oiicrntion planned for purely etrtte- 
gical reasons.

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thctcss existed some confidence that 
the Serbs would rally on the "Kolou- 
bara positions," and there stem the 
tida of Austrian Invasion. The Kol- 
oubara positions" follow the course 
of the river of that name from its 
Junction with the Sava bntll it re- 
ceives the waters of the Lyg.

ous resistance was at an end. The 
éivii populations, remembering tke 
devastation, massacre, and ootraga 
which had inarked tka flrat Austrian 
penetration into their fair land, train- 
ed and trudged to the comparative ee- 
curity of the east The higher com- 
mand, their sadness somewhat amel- 
iorated by the conviction that tke 
army had already dèmoartrated al- 
most supetlMimaa powera of roalst- 
ance, evacuated the hospitals aad 
eonunenced to dismantle the arsesial. 
Everything seemed to go to pieees; 
food ran scaree, flour roae to fkai- 
Ine prices, and many a braM beaat 
that had gallantly served ita eovn- 
try during the three campaigns ended 
Its days upon the mess table. The 
enemy prepared to strike the final 
blow, and, having fortified the Sonvo- 
bor BfoantaM, be held K as a phot 
and threw out two strong wings, one 
directed via Lazarevata-Mladenovatz 
and down the Morava Valley, and the 
other along the Western Morava. The

The retreat operated by Serbia con- 
tinued, with but Bllgbt intermission, 
until Dec. 3s Belgrade was relnetaat- 
ly evacuated, and tke Austriaas made 
a joyous but unopposed entry into the 
capital. In the meantime, however, 
a aHMll saptly of gun ammunition 
had arrived, aad oa the strength of 
this support, the Sert>lan staff deter- 
mined to order a cooater-atfack. The 
counter-attack coasaMnecd on the 
morning of Dee. S; the first army 
stormed and reaapturcd tke heights 
of Sonvobor, tka wkole Ikie tkcn went 
forward, and, advancing with irre- 
sistible elan, tbey never stopped un- 
til they bad driven the Austrian foe 
in panic strtebea font from their 
conntrt. ' 

The tarr eaa^lelanees of the vic- 
tory lilrly aiaggi-red Europe, and 
spread demoralisatloB and dianay 
thraagh tka ranks of be tHapcburg 
àraUea. It kad taken the Anatriana 
foaf' wsaks to n&A th a heart of 
SerMa; It took tkeoi but 10 daya to 
get baek to their own frontiers. 
Rarely kas klstory witaesaed so com- 
plete sad tragic a debacle. Of the 
300,000 iavadara wko eroased the 
Driaa aad tke Sava, but 900.000 re- 
turned. In found flgurea, they left 
behind tben a toll of 40,000 priscmers 
and «0,000 killed and erounded. They 
abaadaaad la tteir flight booty which 
Inclnded Itl eaaaoa, 71 nachine- 
gnns, 10,000 rifles, ij60 transport 
waggons, snd 8,321 transport beasts.

The CaMM» Contnil 
Board has undoubtedly (iven a demon- 
stration of what ean he sccampilshed 
by an Industry, managed as a whole 
by empyoyers aad operatives jolntac 
bsnta, tudag <|llSoiiIties vnltadly, and 
bciar Mt to aiaaaae its own «ttairs. 
The nargtB at profit tint has muMM 
has enabled a certain provision to be 
made for the maintenance of the t*m. 
porarily unemployed in the Industry. 

"Ab a matter ct fact, however, this 
partial and tsmfqcary prosperity is, 
In a war, not aa unmind aood, be- 
I cause it veils tram our slsht the real 
danger to wMA tbe Induatry is, and 
always has been, expoecU. . . . Tb» 
index of our conameretal proaperiity is 
the success which attends the cultiva' 
tlon of the cotton plant in torclcn 
lands. The cray statlsfties are the un- 
failing sin e( oar material strength 
or of our weahaess. . . . But the 
tiaais on which ths cotton Industry Is 
fioaducted, if carefully examined, will 
bs found to lend itaalt to the vtolent 
nnctoaitloM whldi, partodtaally. cause 
so Bueh consteraaitlm In tiie woild's 
markets. . . . 

"During the stages of its growth 
from infancy to maturity, the Lanca' 
stalre cotton industry has been men- 
aesd with a failure of the oottoa crop, 
with a famine whtdh must tw the 
consequences of a short supply, and 
with the general, distress which must 
inevitably follow any stoppage of 
spinning anld> weaving machinery. . . 

After reterrtag to the critical times 
experienced tgr the cntton industry 60 
years ago, the article continues: "A 
prood Biipply of cotton Is the only thing 
tliat will save u« from a recurring 
crisis of that magnitude. The great 
distanee «bat divides the cultivation 
of the cotton plant from (he naau- 
facture of cotton clothing is, no doubt, 
largely responsible for the indifference 
which fH>€m« to pervade the Industry 
on this side of the Atlantic in regard 
to what is being done on the other 
side. ... So loBc as oplnnevs can set 
their cotton, and the manufacturem 
their yam, a«4 at a reasonable price,- 
there is nothing more (they appear to 
thiah) to trouble about or to cause 
them any anitety. That, at least, is tbe

Next, to otutaider the position of 
teachers under the act It is alrsady 
clear that they are no leager to be 
siAJeet to the pavecUal eanttel of 
former times; further, the dismlsaal 
of certified teachers, even by tiie edu- 
cation authority, is Maed aboot witk 
restitetioBs. Ttet antbsrity is also 
rsqnired to suhsalt i^r tks apynrval 
of the education é^ aïUymt a sehcass 
of scales of salaries, "Isatistying such 
conditions aa to mlniaum aatioaal 
scales of salaries fer tsacbsrs as may 
be laid down by tte isiartBsnt after 
consnltàtkm with repreeeaUtlvee of 
the education authorities and a< Ue 
teaching peetss^." It wUl be ob- 
served that nothing U said la the act 
about peasiMSk but nsithsr was any- 
thing introineed nadsr this bead tete 
the geaeral BagHsh .asasnfe. ▲ 
arate bill, passed Just before the dis- 
solution, provided superaaaaation al- 
kwaaces tor English teachers, and 
doubtless their SoottMh colleaguea 
will have some similar provision made 
for tbem by the new parliament. 
There is, howerver, a notable clause in 
regard te the training of teachers 
wbich far eutraaa aay provision for 
that purpose in England. It directs 
that every education authority shall 
contribets la each year toward the 
aggregate sipenss of maiatenaace of 
the training eelleges throughout Soot- 
land such BUB as ths dsfartuent may 
dotermtae, being a sum proportioned 
to the number of fully qualified teach 
era Int hs servlee of each edicatlon 
aotfaorily on tbe last jley of Man^i^ 
each year. 

Looked at from tbe point of view of 
scholars, the provisloas are not . un- 
like those in the English act. l>ocal 
authorlttes may supply or aid nurs- 
ery schools for children between two 
and nve years of age, while the duty 
of every parent to provide efficirat 
educaUon for his children is now ccn- 
ttnued until they are 16 years old; 
that is, a year in advance of tfce pres- 
ent English (or the. former Soottish) 
requirement The exemption ag'e is 
also jaised by one )r^T to 13. This,

ity may even assist any duly qualified 
PMaon resident In the area to eater 
or attend a university, or a trainina 
college, or a central instituthm. 

The provision of books, too, is per- 
missible in county areas, not only for 
children and young persons attending 
schools or continuation classes, but 
also tor the adult population resideni 
in the county. No one who reads the 
words of the act can doubt iha' those 
responsible for framing it bad a broad 
conception of education, and embraced 
In their outlook every variety of 
scholar from the nurselng to me., and 
women of the ripest age. 

As regards school subjects of in- 
struction, it .should be noted that 
every scheme for contlnuatton classes 
is to provide for instruction in the 
English language and literature, and 
*ln such other parts ot a general edu- 
cation as may be deemed desirable. 
Any merely vocational scheme is 
therefore condemned beforehand. In- 
struction in rel gion has always in 
practice been given in the public 
schools of Scotland, subject, ot course, 
to the conscience clause of the act 
of 1872, which permitted any child to 
be withdrawn frmn such teaching. But 
while the bill was in committee^ the 
question came into peculiar promin- 
ence, on account ot the clatue which 
permitted tbe schools of Roman Cath- 
olics and Episcopalians to he taken 
ovef by the education authority. The 
arrangement proposed was that that 
authority should have complete con- 
trol over the transferred schools, ex- 
cept for such safeguards as were ne- 
cessary to secure the continuance of 
the former religious instruction un- 
changed in character or amount. To 
this clansp, the Presbyterian 
churches offered no objection, but they 



wished the reUglous teachint in Ihs 
schools of the majority to be secured 

no less effectively, and at one time it 
seemed as if the agitation lo obtain 
firmer guaraotees than the goyf^rn-. 
ment were willing to offer wpuld 
wreck the bill. Ultimately an ar- 
rangement was made under which the 
preamble of the act ol 1872 was in- 
corporated as a clause in tbe bill, tbe 
leaders of both churches considering 
that this gaye religious instruction a 
stronger posiUon in the schools. The 
clause runs, "Whereas it has been the 
custom In the public sclioola of Scot- 
land to give instruction in rellgioii to 
children whose parents did not object 
to the instruction so given, but with 
liberty to parents, without forfeiting 
any of the other advantages of the 
schools, to elect that their childreo 
should not receive such instruction, 
be it enacted that the education au- 
thorities shall be at liberty to coninua 
the said custom, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 68 (Consciencf 
Clause) of the Education (Scotlsttd) 
Act, 1872." Thus Scotland baa al 
last disposed of a most difficult ques- 
tion which, more than any otber, hai 
delayed, and contlnups to delay, edu< 
catlonal progress in England. 

NSturally such complete changes in 
the scheme of administrallon of th« 
schools lead to large changes also in. 
the financial arrangements. Int« 
these it Is not necessary to enter, but 
one of tbe most Bstlsfactory results 
of the act now passed is that ths 
whole apparatus of payment to lbs 
schools according to 'pa.<ises and Ve^ 
suits is swept away. Nottilng was 
more disastrous than this plan to good 
teaching. In England It was abol- 
ished a good number of years agOj^ 
and all English educationists rejolèf 
that Scotland is now following suit. °
